SHOWS HIS FAITH 
IN 



Lieut-Governor Dunsmuir Purchases the Issue of 
Local Improvement Debentures, Amount- 
ing to $55,726, at Par

IS Honor Lieut. Governor DmiR- 
nuiir has demonstrated his faith 
in the future of the City of Vic- 
toria in an emphatic fashion by purchas- 
ing local improvement debentures to the 
amount of $53,720, at par value. This 
is the first occasion in the history of 
Victoria that local improvement deben- 
tures have been disposed of for 100 
cents on the dollar; and the civic fath- 
ers are naturally 'well pleased. 

At present there is a stringency in the 
money markets of the world, and the 
recent failure of the Ontario bank has 
not tended to alleviate it any. In view 
of this the price tendered is considered 
extremely high. The stringency in the 
money markets has also had the effect of 
preventing many previous bidders for 
Victoria stock from sending in a tender 
for this issue, and the tender from His 
Honor is all the more acceptable. 

The figure iiuoted is a much higher 
rate that has been received by many of 
the eastern cities for several years past 
and at present other cities of British 
Columbia and the Northwest have not 
disposed of any of their debentures for 



that amount. In Winnipeg the best ten- 
der received was 0(5 cents, which se- 
cured the issue, while in Vancouver the 
price offered was 1)4 cents; and when 
the bidder was called ou to take up his 
stock he defaulted. 

The fact that a local bidder lias se- 
cured the whole of the issue will likely 
have a materia! effect on the rating of 
Victoria in the East and will at bract the 
attention of the money lenders of the 
world. 

The tirst issue of the debentures will 
be for ¥10,720 and during the next con- 
pie of months Mis Honor will be called 
upon to take up the remainder of the 
issue, amounting to $46,000. 

The debentures are dated May 8, 1906, 
and will mature May 8, 1010 and 
will bear interest nt -I per cent per 
annum, payable half yearly. They have 
been issued under the provisions of the 
local improvement bylaw, mostly for 
work done on permanent sidewalks. 

The lenders for the debentures were 
received on Monday evening. They 
were opened yesterday' morning by the 
finance committee and the city auditor, 
and His Honor was notified daring the 
afternoon that his tender bad been ac- 
cepted.

BELATED SHIPS ARRIVE. 

British Steamers Reach Havana After 
Experiences in Cyclono. 

Havana. Oct. 23.— The British steam- 
er Arabistan, from Montevideo Septem- 
ber 1, for Porto Uico, Onoa, Boston and 
New York, has arrived here. The Ara- 
bistan was overdue and had not been 
reported since the cyclone. 

The British steamer Kannawha, Capt. 
McEwell, which left Newport .News Oc- 
tober 111. for this port with six hundred 
horses of the Eleventh Cavalry on 
board, has arrived here after having suf- 
fered severely in the recent cyclone. One 
hundred and twelve horses were lost. 
Twelve were swept overboard by n tidal 
wave off Savannah and the remainder 
were lost during the cyclone. The steam- 
er sustained damage lo her superstruc- 
ture and had her foremast carried away. 

Today there were bin throe cases of 
yellow fever in Havana.

ORONTO, Oct. 23.— Ten of the 
shareholders of Farmers' Bank 
of Canada which was incorpor- 
ated in July 190-1, hut which is not yet 
open for business, today issued a writ 
against the bank and its provisional di- 
rectors. The plaintiffs dispute the val- 
idity of alleged contracts to take shares. 
They state that they were induced to 
subscribe by fraud aad misrepresenta- 
tion and ask for an accounting of all 
promissory notes received by the bank. 
They also ask for receivers. 



HELP FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

New York, Oct. 23.— The hoard of 
aldermen today adopted u resolution ask- 
ing for $225,000 for the municipal tuber- 
culosis sanitarium nt Otisville, Orange 
county. There are now seventy-five beds 
in the sanitarium. It was stated that 
there were 137,000 cases of tuberculosis 
in New York city, and only 1-17 beds in 
the city for such patients. 



TALK PEACE AGAIN. 

Negotiations Resumed Between Gov- 
ernment of San Domingo and Rebels. 

Washington, Oct. 23. — Advices were 
received today to the effect that the 
negotiations for peace between the gov- 
ernment and rebel forces in the neigh- 
borhood of Monte Ohristi, San Domingo, 
which were recently broken off, have 
been resumed with every prospect of 
success, and that the immediate dis- 
armament of the rebels is promised. 



THREE MONTHS FOR SHOOTING. 

Goderlch, Ont., Oct. 23.— Three 
months with hard labor was the sen- 
tence passed on Matthew McCrelght, 
who appeared before Judge Doyle yes- 
terday In connection with the shooting 
of Joseph Hussey at a charivari in 
Ashfleld township in June. 



HARRISON HURTS HIMSELF. 

Montreal, Oct. 23. — News reached the 
city today that Carter Harrison, ex- 
mayor of Chicago, suffered a strain to 
his back and probably severe Internal 
injuries while bunting back of Chap- 
leau. Ont., with a party of friends 
from Chicago. They were making a 
portage when the accident occurred. 
The party has left for Chicago. 

GENERAL BULLER RETIRED. 

London. Oct. 23. — The retirement of 
Gen. Sir Redvers Henry Bailor, who 
conducted the operations for the relief 
of Ladysmith during the Boer war, and 
the promotion of Lieut. -Gen. Sir Wil- 
liam G. Nicholson, who was chief Brit- 
ish military attache with the Japanese 
army during the Russian-Japanese war, 
to the rank of general were gazetted to- 
night, to take effect immediately. 



HARTFORD TROUBLES. 

Committee of Policyholders Wants 
Accounting of Safety Fund. 

Hartford, Conn., Oct. 23.— Tho suit o£ 
the committee of policyholders against 
the Hartford Life Insurance Company 
and the Security Trust Company to 
secure an accounting of the so-called 
"safety fund" is based entirely upon 
the alleged failure of the officers of 
these corporations, who are named In 
the writ, to make a distribution of this 
fund. 

The Hartford Life Insurance Com- 
pany was originally incorporated in 
1807, and although its name was 
changed from that under which It was 
first Incorporated, and its charter 
amended at different times, It Is still 
doing an active business In many 
forms of Insurance. The writ doe's 
not make any reference to the present 
business of the company except as re- 
lating to the "safety fund" plan. It 
puts forth only that the defendant in- 
surance company has ceased to do 
business under the "safety fund" plan, 
and ceased to admit members to it 
after March 18, 1889. 



VNAIMO, Oct. 23.— (Special.)- 
With remarkable norve, Feather- 
stone is still bearing up since the 
sentence of death was imposed upon 
him. With a free and almost jaunty 
step he left the prisoner's box after the 
pronouncement of sentence, and when he 
arrived at his cell he did not display 
nearly as much feeling over the matter 
as did his guards. 

Almost the first thing he did was to 
dance a jig and tell the guards that he 
had only to the 12th of December to 
live and for "gooduess sake"' to bring 
him a good supper. The strain under 
which ho has lived during the past few- 
weeks has not impaired his appetite in 
the least. 

Yesterday, while the jury was in re- 
tirement and the courtroom was anx- 
iously nwniting its decision, three thou- 
sand miles away an old, broken-down 
•British pensioner, the fnther of Feather- 
stone, was also anxiously waiting for 
news of how the trial was going. Im- 
mediately after the decision, Col. Greg- 
ory, Featherstone's counsel, hurried to 
the telegraph office and wired: "It's nil 
over. You have our sympathy." 

If the condemned man shows feeling 
over anything at all, it is when mention 
is made of his father and brothers. He 
blames newspaper reporters for for- 
warding papers witli accounts of his ar- 
rest and the evidence nt the preliminary 
hearing. Prior to the trial he expressed 
the utmost confidence of being acquit- 
ted, going so far as to offer to bet that 
ho would eat his dinner in Vancouver 
on Monday night. He had also got 
hold of some W. C. T. U. tracts and had 
expressed himself as saying that he 
would follow the tenehings of that as- 
sociation after his acquittal. 

The prisoner will be taken to Victoria 
some time tomorrow, there to wait till 
the day of his death. 

When the assize court resumed sitting 
this morning W. Moresby, acting for the 
prosecution in the ease of Rex vs. Hon- 
nay, nsked that the case be laid over 
until the next assize. The request was 
granted and the prisoner released with- 
out hail. 

Guilty of Assault 

Tho case of Rex vs. Wakefield was 
disposed of this morning. The prisoner 
■was charged with having committed 
common assault on a fellow logger at 
Rock Bay on July 7. W. Moresby of 
Victoria conducted the case for the pros- 
ecution, while H B. Robertson of Vic- 
toria defended the prisoner. It was 
shown that the affair was merely a 
common assault and His Lordship" in 
summing up put the case to the jury in 
that light. He closed by saying that 
the jury could have no alternative but to 
find tho prisoner guilty of assault. The 
jury accordingly did not retire, but in 
less than a minute brought in n verdict 
of guilty. The prisoner being asked if 
he had anything to say stated that ho 
had been in jail already on this charge 
for three months, awaiting trial, where- 
upon tho court released him on suspend- 
ed sentence of one year. 



ACTOR MURDERS ACTRESS. 

Edward Nichols Confesses That Ho 
Killed Mrs. Margaret Leslie. 

Chicago, Oct. 23.— Edward Nichols, a 
theatrical man, who was taken into 
custody by the police during their in- 
vestigation Into the death of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Leslie, the actress, who was 
found dead In her room In the Palace 
Hotel today, confessed to the murder 
of Mrs. Leslie and to the stealing of 
diamonds valued at $1500 from her. 



TAKES RECORD CARGO. 

Fort William, Ont.. Oct. 23. — The 
new steel steamer Snyder left tonifrht 
for the east, carrying 380,000 bushels 
of wheat, the largest cargo which has 
ever left this port. 



POLICYHOLDERS WIN. 

New York, Oct. 23. — The Internation- 
al policyholders today obtained an order 
from Judge Bischoff, requiring the New 
York Life Insurance company ami its 
directors to show cause on Friday next 
why an injunction should not be granted 
restraining the defendants from carrying 
on their campaign for the election of 
tho "Administration ticket." At tho ex- 
pense of policyholders. The action was 
instituted by Stephen Farrelly, general 
manager of the American News com- 
pany. 

CERTIFICATES' SUSPENDED. 

Captain and Mate of Steamer Maudi 
Responsible for Collision. 

Montreal, Oct. 23.— The admiralty 
court today rendered judgment in the 
case of the Ottawa-Maude collision. The 
steamers collided at night in the Otta- 
wa river and two lives were lost. The 
verdict of the court is that Capt. F. 
Gauthier and Mnte W. Gerard, of the 
Maude, were guilty of wrongful acts and 
in consequence the certificate of the cap- 
tain is suspended for a year and that 
of mate, who was in netual command 
at the time of the collision, for eighteen 
months. 



CABINET CHANGES 

CAUSE SURPRISE 



President Roosevelt Shakes Up Portfolios 
Takes Man of Jewish Faith Into His 
Council of Advisors

ASHINGTON, D. C, Oct. 23.— 
The following statement, re- 
garding changes in President 
Roosevelt's cabinet was made public at 
the White House tonight: 

On the retirement of Secretary Shaw 
and Attorney General Moody from the 
cabinet the following changes will be 
made: 

Secretary of the treasury, Hon. George 
B. Cortelyou. 

Postmaster general, Hon. George Von 
L. Meyer. 

Attorney General, Hon. J. Bonaparte. 

Secretary of the navy, Hon. V, L. 
Metcalfe. 

Secretary of commerce and labor, Hon. 
Oscar S. Strauss. 

The general understanding for some 
time has been that Attorney General 
Moody would retire on the first of Jan- 
uary, and that Secretary Shaw would 
follow him ou the fourth of March. 

On the first of the year, therefore. 
Mr. Bonaparte who is now secretary of 
tiie navy will succeed Mr. Meyer as at- 
torney general and in turn will bo suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Metcalfe. The secretary- 
ship of commerce and labor, the latters 
place, being filled by Mr. Strauss. Mr. 
Cortelyou, now postmaster general will 
take Secretary Shaw's place on the 
fourth of March, at which time Mr. 
Meyer will become postmaster general. 

The announcement of the prospective 
changes in the cabinet was made tonight, 



following a protracted cabinet meeting 
earlier in the day, at: which it is un- 
derstood the whole matter was consid- 
ered fully. The fact that Mr. Meyers 
was to huve u pluce in the cabiDCt has 
been known for some time, but the nnmo 
of Mr. Strauss has been mentioned only 
incidentally if at all in connection with 
the circle of the president's advisors. 

The transfers of Messrs. Cortelyou to 
the treasury, Bonaparte to the attorney 
generalship, and Metcalfe to the navy 
have genernlly been accepted as among 
the probabilities for some time, although 
it has been known that both Mr. Boua- 
pnrte and Mr. Metcalfe were for a time 
loath to leave their present positions, be- 
cause they had become so fully identified 
with the work of their respective depart- 
ments. 

Mr. Meyer is ambassador to Russia, 
to which place he was appointed on 
March G, 1005, having been promoted to 
that office following his services as am- 
bassador to Italy from 1000 to 1005. He 
is a native of Massachusetts and has 
been well known as a business man. 

The appointment of Mr. Strauss has 
caused considerable surprise, as it will 
be the first case of a citizen of the Jew- 
ish faith having been a member of the 
president's cabinet. He represented the 
United States as minister to Turkey on 
two different occasions and was appoint- 
ed by the president to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of ex-President Har- 
rison as a member of the permanent 
court of arbitration at The Hague. 



LIBERAL CAUDATE 
DEFEATED IN QUEBEC 



Victory of Robitaille Over Amyot 
Dumbfounds Government 
Men at Ottawa 



OTTAWA, Oct. 23.— (Special.)— 
The local Liberals were simply 
dumfouuded tonight at the re- 
sult of the Quebec county by-election. 
They hardly deemed it credible that 
Robitaille, a young and untried man of 
24 years of age, with all the influence 
of the government against him, could 
roll up a tremendous majority of over 
750 against the government's nominee, 
Mr. Amyot, a man of high standing and 
great wealth in the city of Quebec. The 
result fairly staggered them. 

It is said now that Bourassa, who 
marshalled the Robitaille forces, will 
transfer his little baud of followers to 
St. Mary's, Montreal. 

A rather comical commentary upon 
the contest is found in the action of the 
■Belcourt Club of Ottawa last night, 
which, at its first inaugural meeting of 
the winter, passed a resolution denounc- 
ing Bourassa and his friends in unrea- 
soning terms for "butting in" in Quebec 
county.

BLIZZARD MOVES EAST. 

Leaves Colorado Covered Deep With 
tho Beautiful Snow. 

Denver, Col., Oct. 23.— Eastern Col- 
orado has been in tho throes of a bliz- 
zard today but the weather bureau holds 
out hopes of clearing weather tonight. 
The storm centre has moved eastward. 
The storm takes rank as the most se- 
vere nt this time of the year which the 
weather bureau has recorded. Snow be- 
gan falling Friday night and continued 
about ninety hours. The actual fall here 
was twenty-one inches. In some portions 
of tho state it was four foet or more. 
Delay of freight and passenger traffic 
on the railroads is the principal damage 
done thus far, although fruit, sugar beets 
and livestock are threatened.

The gems were stolen 
from Miss Hold's stateroom while she 
and her husband .were temporarily ab- 
sent from it. Miss Held gave a descrip- 
tion of two men on tho train whom she 
said she suspected, and the detective 
agency reported today that they had got 
trace of one of them in Baltimore.

Mr. McBride arrives, as hoped, on that 
da(e, it is planned to meet him at the 
wharf, escort him to the theatre and 
there present hirn with an address on be- 
half of the Victoria Conservative Asso- 
ciation and the citizens generally who 
so warmly approve of the course ho pur- 
sued at Ottawa on the occasion of the 
"better terms" conference. The pre- 
mier is expected to deliver an Interest- 
ing address, and there will bo speeches 
by other prominent public men. Tho 
members of the executive will occupy 
seats on the platform. 

All along the line of the C. P. R„ the 
people are giving tho premier a cordial 
welcome home; and at Vancouver on 
Friday evening it hns boon planned to 
give him a public banquet. 

Further arrangements for the Victoria 
demonstration will be mado public tomor- 
row. 



PLANS A NEW FLEET 



Meets Attacks of the Press 
on " Starving of the 
Navy" 



O.NtDON, Oct. 23.— With a view, 
apparently, of meeting of the re- 
cent press attacks on the "Starv- 
ing of the Navy," the Admiralty has is- 
sued a circular to tho navy which indi- 
cates, though not very explicitly, the in- 
tention of distributing the naval strength 
anew. The circular announced that a 
fleet: will he organized from tho reserve 
ships, to he called the "Homo Fleet," 
under the supremo command of a flag 
officer with the status of commander-in- 
chief and headquarters at ShecrncBS. 
This licet will in every respect he or- 
ganized with the view of enhancing its 
value as a lighting force. 

'It will make frequent cruises, and bat- 
tle manoeuvres will be held. The circu- 
lar declares that tho Admiralty will, 
from time to time, decide the strength 
of the new fleet so that the vessels re- 
quired in war will have the largest com- 
plements. The distribution of ships be- 
tween the Channel, Mediterranean, At- 
lantic and reserve fleets will be altered 
to permit of the organization of the 
"Home Fleet." 

The circular makes also the following 
important announcement: "Ts r o ships 
will he paid off, no men will be sent to 
barracks or instructional schools, and no 
alteration will be made in tho propor- 
tion of officers and men serving afloat."

SAANICH MUNICIPALITY. 

Some Interesting Business Transacted 
at a Recent Meeting. 

The municipal council of Saanich met 
ut t ho office on Glanfnrd avenue, Sat- 
urday evening. October 20, willi nil 
members present. After transacting 
routine business a by-law was read a 
third time, forbidding the discharge of 
firennns on any public highway in the 
municipality. The by-law is as follows: 

"No person shall discharge any can- 
non, gun. rifle, revolver, pistol, fowling 
piece or any lirPiltm upon. in. on or 
within sixty feel id" any pul, lie highway 
within the limits of the municipality of 
the district of Snanicli. 

-Tlie penally for any infraction of 
this by-law shall be for every offense a 
sum not less than and not greater 
than $125." 

The question of dividing liie munici- 
pality into wards was discussed, some 
members of the council favoring six and 
some three wards, no decision being 
reached, this question will be brought 
up at the next meeting. 

An application fin- the appointment of 
a special constable to assist in enforcing 
the game and trespass laws was also 
laid over. 



Thomas Dunn, of Vancouver, who is 
in this city, a guest at the Driard, has 
| just returned from Prince Rupert and 
brings word that streets are being 
built at the Pacific terminal town of 
tlie Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, and 
within three months the place will be 
lighted with electricity. The current 
for illuminating purposes will be fur- 
nished from the sawmill of the British 
Columbia Tie & Lumber Co., situated a 
short distance from the town. 

"The townsite of Prince Rupert was 
covered Inst .May principally with sec- 
ond growth timber, but today a good 
start lias been made in preparing for 
a great city," said Mr. Dunn in an 
interview. 

" In a very short time sufficient 
progress in the clearing of the town- 
site win have been made so that the 
outlook will remind old-timers of 
Vancouver of the start of that city," 
said Mr. Dunn. 

Choosing Railway Route 

"J. Moore, locating engineer of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific," he continued, 
"arrived at Prince Rupert lait Wed- 
nesday, and with his men made his 
camp there. He is now engaged in 
surveying the route which tlie railway 
will take on.Kaien Isiand. Numerous 
trial surveys were run for this route, 
and finally the choice narrowed down 
to three surveys. The route which 
Mr. Moore is laying out will be the one 
followed by the grading gangs. 

Five Survey Parties Out 

"There are now live survey parties 
on Knien Island, and I believe that five 
more will be on the ground In a short 
time. These parties are not survey- 
ing on the townsite, but are working 
on surveys of all tlie land the Grand 
Trunk Pacific owns on the Island. 

"Dominion Hydrographic Engineer 
Dodge is at Prince Rupert making sur- 
veys of tlie harbor and contiguous 
waters. It is his intention to remain 
there all winter. Mr. Dodge has a 
gasoline launch for use In his work. 

"Engineer Pillsbury of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific lias some seventy men 
ut work in the laying out of the town- 
site, and already the first street, which 
Is 100 feet wide and starts at the 
wharf. Is being planked. The clear- 
ing of some 300 acres of the townsite 
will be commenced right away. Lum- 
ber for the construction of the houses 
which the railway company will build 
at Prince Rupert hud commenced to 
arrive there Just before I left. 

Possesses Fine Harbor 

"The harbor of Prince Rupert Is one 
of its greatest attractions. It is ab- 
solutely landlocked, and there is an 
ample expanse of water to accommo- 
date the shipping of the Pacific. 
Prince Rupert itself has a water front- 
age about twelve miles long, and an 
excellent foreshore about six miles 
long, which could be lined with 
wharves. There is good anchorage in 
the harbor for vessels, the holding 
ground being said to be excellent."

Winnipeg. 'Man., On. 23.— Mrs. F. H. 
Paget of Ottawa is spending a few 
days at tile residence of her father, W. 
J. M^Leau, McDonald street, on her 
way home from a mission of peculiar in- 
terest lo various Indian reserves in the 
west. 

.Mrs. Pngcl spent the years of her 
early childhood among the Indians, her 
father being for many years in charge 
of the Hudson Bay posl at Fori 
Qu'Appplle, and lias all her life spoken 
the free, Saulleaux and English lan- 
guages witli equal facility; and lias be- 
sides bad personal acquaintance witli 
many of the Indians of various tribes 
who used to come lo Fori (ju'Appelle to 
receive their payments before they were 
settled on their present reserves. The 
Dominion 1 government recognized her 
possession of extraordinary qualifications 
for obtaining important information 
concerning the Indians which can only 
be obtained now from tlie oldest natives 
before they pass away, and commis- 
sioned her to travel among lliem and in- 
terview them in the fullest possible man- 
ner concerning their history, tribal wars, 
traditions, early customs, folk lore, etc. 
She has just Pompieted the first of these 
expeditions, in which she has visited ex- 
tensively among her old friends, has 
greatly enjoyed meeting them, lias been 
most cordially received by them and has 
found them very ready lo impart Ihe in- 



formation which it was her purpose to 
gather and to open their minds to her 
as they would not be at all likely to do 
with a stranger ignorant of their woys 
and their language. . . 

In communicating with the Assinni- 
boines Mrs. Paget hail an interpreter, 
but the oilier two languages she was 
able to speak quite as well ns English, 
notwithstanding that several years have 
passed since she had much opportunity 
of using Iheih. Returning from Moose 
mountain she visited the Indians of the 
Muskowpetung agency. These are also 
Crees and Saulleaux. The time of the 
year was not favorable for judging of 
the numbers of tiie population as most 
of the men were I hen, about the end of 
August, very busy harvesting, and she 
made no attempt 1° gather statistics. 
She had a long interview witli old ex- 
Chief Piapot of the Pasqutlh reserva- 
tion. Then coming back she went to 
the Crooked Lake agency and spent 
some time there. 

Tlie most interesting Indians front the 
standpoint of her inquiries with whom 
Mrs.f-'Paget came in contact were those 
of the Sakimays (Mosquito band), Crook- 
ed Lake agency, us these retained the 
most of their early customs. Among 
them she met «u old man named Quir- 
vetch, who was 101! years of age. 
Though blind, lie still had his hearing 
perfectly. 1 1 1 » possessed a most remark- 
able memory and was highly intelligent, 
He described a great many of tlie old 
customs. The Sakimays band are, Saul- 
leaux Indians. This old Indian said 
that God had been good to him because 
he was dying in ihe way all his fore- 
fathers hod died, that is. of old age. 
His wife died about a year ago at the 
age of 100 years. 

Altogether on her trip Mrs. Paget 
drove about 1.200 miles, in addition to 
her long rail journey, being her own 
driver most of the lime. She had her 
own camping outfit, but when the weath- 
er was unfavorable she found shelter ai 
tlie residence of the farm instructor of 
an agency. 

Naturally enough, Ihe people were in- 
quisitive at first as to the object of her 
visit, but when she had given satisfac- 
tory explanations it was surprising, she 
said, how quickly word of her coming 
was passed from one bond to another. 

The enterprise of getting the infor- 
mation h~B been undertaken, Mrs. Pa- 
get thinks, late in Ihe day. as tlie old 
people are rapidly passing away and llie 
younger generation are Josing all their 
ideas of early Indian life. Some are 
now able to give interesting reminis- 
cences regarding the buffalo, but soon 
there will be none left who ever saw 
buffalo hunting. The time is short in 
which this work of research can he car- 
ried out, hut there are still many inter- 
esting things that might he gathered. 

It is impossible to complete the out- 
lined work within a few weeks, nnd Mrs. 
•Paget seems to think that a number of 
visits would he necessary to accomplish 
fully the desired investigations.

Female Suffragists Carry War 
Into the British House of 
Commons 



DENOUNCE MEMBERS AS COWARDS 



Officers Have a Strenuous Time 
Trying to Eject the in- 
vaders 



London, Oct. 2!!.— Unusual excite- 
ment in Connection with the re-opening 
of parliament today was caused by the 
presence of about one hundred women 
suffragists. Many of whom, despite llie 
protests of police managed to find theiJ 
way into tlie outer lobby of the House 
of Commons with the intention of button- 
holing ihe members in support of their 
movement. A number of the suffragists 
here mounted vacnnt chairs iu the lobby 
and began lo harangue, there being four 
members of parliament present in thai 
part of the house. The police, after 
being reinforced made n strategic ad- 
vance against the invaders, taking ihe 
women singly, and gradually ejected 
them one by one from the house. 
Too Heavy for Police 

Tlie most of the women struggled des- 
perately so thai two officers were re- 
quired to remove each of them. Their 
hysterical shouting and screaming 
brought crowds of alarmed members 
from the house. During the height of 
the tumult a small band of the staunch- 
est suffragists' determined lo attempt to 
break into the house itself and started 
towards tlie entrance of the inner lobby. 
Two of the women tried lo climb over 
the barrier and others attempted to 
crawl under it. 

Those Cowardly Men 

For several minutes the utmost disor- 
der, almost riot, prevailed and the po- 
lice had nil they could do to eject the 
women who absolutely refused lo leave 
without llie use of force. They clung 
tenaciously to llie stalwart policemen, 
the railings or other means of support 
and offered strenuous resistance to ex- 
pulsion, while shouts of "We'll have 
votes" and "Yon cowardly men dare not 
give us justice" sounded through tlie 
halls. 

Some Arrests Made 

Finally tlie police were forced to 
carry out several of the women bodily 
ami they were all ultimately deposited 
in the Palace yard where for some time 
they conducted their shrill and vehement 
protests. So noisily demonstrative were 
they that tlie police arrested several of 
them and marched them off to the near- 
est police station. 

Formal Opening of House 

The re-assembling of parliament drew 
huge crowds to Westminster despite the 
fact that the opening of the session was 
devoid of sumptuous ceremony or Ihe 
appearance of Royalty as this is merely 
a resumption of the business of the 
spring session. The members showed 
their usual eagerness to get into advan- 
tageous positions in the house, ten mem- 
bers putting in an appearance as the 
clock struck midnight in order to have 
find choice. 

The formal opening of the House of 
Commons occurred this afternoon and 
before the House of Lords thus giving 
the throngs of spectators an opportun- 
ity to witness tlie assembling of both 
bodies. United Slates Ambassador Reid 
occupied a seat in the diplomatic gallery 
of the House of ('ominous, with the 
French, Russian, Spanish, and other 
ambassadors and ministers. The public 
galleries were overflowing with visitors. 

iMr. Balfour the ex-premier, who it 
was thought would not be present, un- 
expectedly appeared and received a 
hearty greeting from the opposition 
ranks. .Joseph Chamberlain was absent. 
He is still nursing his attack of gout 
and dialing under his inability to par- 
ticipate in public affairs. Premier Cainp- 
bell-Bnnnerman was warmly welcomed. 

Afterwards the House of Lords was 
the chief centre of interest, llie diplo- 
matists leaving the House of Commons 
to witness the entry of the peers and the 
Lord Chancellor taking his seat in the 
traditional wool sack. 

King Goes to Races 

King Edward was evidently aware 
Ihnl the proceedings in parliament would 
be devoid of any important features as 
lie left Buckingham palace in an auto- 
mobile at noon to spend Ihe rest of ihe 
week al Ihe Newninrket races. The car 
knocked down a man as the King was 
leaving town but no serious consequences 
resulted from the accident.

RECEPTION TO MR. McBRIDE. 

It is fitting fhnt there should lie u 
public reception to Hon. Mr. McBride. 
•He went to Ottawa to promote a cause 
to which all Hie people oC British Co- 
lumbia are committed, and lie returns 
far from unsuccessful. Whoa public 
opinion has had nil opportunity to crys- 
tnlize, the verdiel will be thnl lie took 
the right course. If yon have time this 
morning, read the history of the case as 
given on this page, and, when you have 
finished, ask yourself if he could have 
done otherwise than he did, without 
sacrificing the position of the province, 
•without coins directly in the teeth of 
the wishes of the people, as expressed 
toy every constitutional means available. 
Never mind whether or not you think 
he ought to have remained at the con- 
ference until its close and contented him- 
self with a formal protest, or whether 
a Conservative premier did or did not 
.say something uncomplimentary in re- 
gard to him. These are unessential de- 
tails, lie thought it best to withdraw 
from the conference, and the fact that 
his withdrawal brought oat an offer 
from Hon. Mr. Fielding, to supplement 
•what the conference proposed, shows 

that it was the best course. This recog- 
nition of the power of the government 
to deal with the matter independently of 
the conference is of the greatest value. 
IMr. Moliride's position is that of one 
who has had the courage to face a hos- 
tile conference and uphold the just claims 
of his province. The conference was 
nori-partixan ; our case was tinn-pnrtiznn. 
It is only the inconceivable folly of" cer- 
tain local Liberal journals that makes 
the result id' the conference a party is- 
sue.

"(c) Its rugged exterior and the 
physical obstacles to communication 
and development." 

In the Dunsinuir cabinet were 
Messrs. W. C. Wells and W. W. B. 
Mclnnes, both well known Liberals, 
and they fully endorsed the position 
taken by the Premier, and indeed, as 
fur as we are able to recall the facts, 
there was not a word ol adverse criti- 
cism either In tho House or out of It. 
Everyone felt that the case of the 
province had been ably presented, and 
there was not the slightest suggestion 
that It hud been overstated. 

In January, 1903, Hon. Col. Prior, 
who was then provincial premier, ac- 
companied by Mr. Etoerts, went to 
Ottawa and discussed the "better 
terms" question, among other things, 
with the Dominion government. They 
met Sir Wilfrid Laurler on January 26 
and laid their case before him. As on 
the occasion of the visit of Hon. Mr. 
Dunsmulr, the first proposition pre- 
sented was: 

"Readjustment of the financial rela- 
tions of the Province with the no- 
minion." 

On the following day the British Co- 
lumbia delegates met the representa- 
tives of the eastern provinces and 
Manitoba, who hail been holding a 
conference in Quebec. At this meet- 
ing the special claims of British Co- 
lumbia were submitted. No action 
was taken, and when all the provincial 
representatives met Sir Wilfrid I. Hu- 
rler on the following day, the special 
claims of this province were laid over 
for consideration until February -1. 
when our delegates saw the federal 
Premier, and, as they say in their 
report, "were afforded every facility to 
present their views." Col. Prior's 
statement of the financial aspect of the 
case will be found in the sessional 
papers of British Columbia for 1903, 
the paper being numbered K 0. Sub- 
stantially what he said is epitomized 
in the following sentence: "The gov- 
ernment of today Is entitled In equity 
to recognize the consequences of these 
errors (1. e., the errors of the framers 
of the Terms of Union as to the 
future requirements of the province) 
and compensate for the Inordinate 
benefits the Dominion has received, and 
also increase the allowance for the 
requirements of the public service In a 
province demanding so extraordinary 
a rate of expenditure for Us settle- 
ment and development." It may be 
mentioned that Col, Prior had already 
forwarded to Hon. Mr, Parent, then 
premier of Quebec, a statement of the 
ctise of the province substantially as 
laid before the federal premier.

Interest In it. and from that day to the 
present "Better Terms" have been 
constantly 111 Ihe minds of the people. 
In October, 1900, Hon. James Duns- 
inuir. who was then premier of the 
province, brought the subject under 
the notice of Sir Wilt rid Laurler, and 
in January, 1901, he went to Ottawa, 
accompanied by Mr. D. M. Eberts, who 
was then attorney-general, and placed 
the provincial case betore Idle federal 
ministry. Nearly a score of subjects 
were dealt with by the provincial dele- 
gation, sonic of which received due 
attention, others yet remaining open. 
The only one with which we are speci- 
ally concerned today is the first one 
mentioned in the memorandum of 

January 28, 1901, lo Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler, and stated as tollows: 

"The province Is entitled to In- 
creased subsidies or financial assist- 
ance In some form." 

The reasons- given tor this claim are 
thus stated: 

"In considering the subject, the pe- 
culiar circumstances and physical con- 
ditions by which the province Is sur- 
rounded must have special cognizance. 
These may be enumerated as follows: 

"(a) Its remoteness from tho popu- 



ln July. 1903, Hon. Charles Wilson 
and Hon. H. F. Green went to Ottawa 
to meet the Dominion government. As 
on the former occasions, the first sub- 
ject urged upon Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
attention was: 

"Readjustment of financial relation:, 
between the province of British Co- 
lumbia and the Dominion of Canada."

Here the mailer rested until this year, 
when at Ihe invitation of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Mr. McBride went lo Ottawa 
to meet the premiers of the other prov- 
inces. The account of what there took 
place is as yet unofficial; lint ill some 
stage of the proceedings the federal 
premier appears for the lirst time dur- 
ing the discussion of better terms to 
have taken the position thnl there must 
be harmony among the representatives 
of the provinces as to what allowances 
should be made to each of them. Against 
this course Mr. .McBride appears to have 
protested, claiming that our case rests 
upon its own merits, and is a matter be- 
tween this province and the Dominion 
alone. He also renewed his proposal 
that an independent commission should 
be appointed to examine into it. This 
was rejected: but the provincial pre- 
miers were unanimous in recognizing the 
right of this province lo exceptional 
treatment. This was one point gained. 
It Was an admission that the resolution 
of 1005 was based upon correct premises, 
and that the several representations of 
the successive British Columbia premiers 
were reasonable in principle. As we un- 
derstand the sequence of events, it was 
after this that Mr. McBride proposed 
the commission of inquiry. Instead of I 
acceding lo this, the conference offered I 
.<1 .(KlO.OUO in ten annual instalments as 
a full compensation for the claims of tho 
province, based upon "permanent con- 
ditions." Whether or not this offer was 
made with ihe prior sanction of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier we are not informed, and 
therefore in what is intended as a his- 
torical review of the subject we shall 
imi draw any inference on the point. 
Mr. McBride refused to accept it, and 
when an effort was made to couple with 
it some additional concessions to the 
new provinces, he withdrew from the 
(•inference. Afterwards he was seen by 
lion. Mr. Fielding, who offered on be- 
half of the Doniiiiion government to sup- 
plement to some extent — how much is 
uncertain — whatever amount Ihe confer- 
ence might recommend, if Mr. McBride 
would ret urn and nccepl the offer of 
the conference. This he declined lo do.

Toronto, Oct. 2,'L — An investigation of 
the books of the Ontario bank, which 
is being proceeded with, has led to some 
further disclosures of a rather startling 
nature regarding the manner in which 
the affairs of the hank were conducted 
by officials responsible. Ii is alleged 
that assets which had actually no exis- 
tence were carried on the books of the 
bank, giving the impression that the 
bank was in a much stronger financial 
position than was really the case. There 
was. for instance, one item of $778,000 
carried under the head of •"Oilier secur- 
ities," which securities were not in ex- 
istence at all. It also appears that a loss 
of $485,000 occurred in stuck transac- 
tions carried on through the agency of a 
prominent New York brokerage firm. To 
protect the price of Ontario stuck in open 
market l lie hank at different times pur- 
chased $220,000 of its own shares, which 
it now holds. 

This of course would reduce the se- 
curities to the creditors in case llie 
doable liability of shareholders is called 
upon. It is pointed out in financial cir- 
cles that such stock could mil have been 
accumulated. Losses by speculation in 
Minneapolis and St. Louis liailwny stuck 
are understood to have amounted to 

!$170.000. These four item- give a loss 
of $1,853,000 which deducted from paid 
up capital of $1,500,000 and $700,000 re- 
serve, leaves but $537,000 of a margin 
wherewith to hear anv possible loss upon 

■$12,000,00 '.of disi nted paper in the 

bank. An ileni under head of "other 
securities" and lost margins in specula- 
tion through a New York brokerage firm, 
it is said have been carried on tile books- 
ami have been in the government re- 
turns as bona lido assets for some years.

The Japanese schooner Sulan ilaru has 
been fined' $800 by the customs 'for having 
lauded Japanese at a place not a port of 
entry; audi the end is not yet. The Immi- 
gration department will probably levy vari- 
ous lines, and the quarantine officials tines 
from .$100 up. the whole totaling a con- 
siderable amount, If the full penalties 
for the various Infractions of the regula- 
tions are Indicted. The Immigration offi- 
cials are furthering investigations before 
takiiiK action, and awaiting the capture of 
the balance of the smuggled Japanese. 

The organizers of rile expedition now 
admit having landed Vii brown people. In- 
cluding three women, How many more 
were lauded, If any, remains to be seen. 
Officials believe the men have, at last, 
spoken truthfully. A chancellor of tbe 
Japanese consul at Vancouver, who ar- 
rived on Monday, spent all day yesterday 
investigating the smuggling of 'the coolies, 
and to him the men admitted that there 
were !)(! in all on the schooner when she 
left Japan, of whom 18 constitute the ves- 
sel's crew. 

The smuggling of the Japanese was 
planed by Olkawa, a Japanese who has 
been living for some tune at New West- 
minster and on the Frnser river, where he 
has interests in a canueiry and saltery 
from which salt salmon is shipped to Ja- 
pan. Before going home he 'planned the 
expedition, and to this end secured con- 
siderable data regarding the topography of 
Vancouver Island In the neighborhood of 
Victoria. Maps, irnwu as the intelligence 
corps of an army inigjit have planned them, 
with roads, settlements, etc., shown plain- 
ly, were drawn, and the scheme to smug- 
Kle a large number of coolies waa well 
laid. 

The 78 were all landed between Victoria 
and Race Hocks. The first lauding took 
place on Friday iiiR-ht in Parry Bay, not 
far from the entrance to Esquimau har- 
bor. There three lioats were used in tho 
debarkation, and 53 men and .1 women 
were put on the rocks hi the darkness to 
scurry as best they could above the tide 
limits. They left the boats on the beach 
and made a camp. In the meantime those 
on board the schooner were seemingly 
alarmed, for the schooner started out Into 
the Royal beads without awaiting the re- 
turn of the three boats, two of which, 
filiated from tho beach by the rising tide, 
were found drifting by residents of "Esqui- 
mau. 

The next landing was made at needier 
Bay, where 22 Japanese were pur ashore 
with a sampan, that was the only craft 
left on board after the three boats had 
gone. This landing was the onJy one ad- 
mitted until yesterday, when the evidence 
of the enrller landing with the three largo 
ship's boats were adduced. After landing 
the 22 at Bccehcr Bay, the schooner drift- 
ed out and was navigated lo Peddar Bay, 
where, on Saturday morning, the schooner 
was hoarded by (.'apt. Bebblngton, pilot, 
who went to offer his services. The 

1 schooner was not in too safe a position at 
that time. Shortly nfter Dr. A. T. Watt, 

I superintendent of the quarantine station, 
took the Sulan Mara to quarantine, where 
the tale of the smuggling was brought to 
Unlit. 

The storv has been told of how the mas- 
ter claimed to have been fishing off Copper 
Islands and been driven away hy heavy 
weather, which caused mm to drift, with- 
out provisions and water, to Victoria, and 
of how some fishing gear had been scat- 
tered about the deck for purposes of do- 
nation: of bow an attempt was made to 
bribe tho official when the Japanese saw 
that he was 'beginning to suspect; of how 
iherej wore banks secreted hi the hold. But 
It was not until yesterday that the scheme 
was laid bare. 

The plan of the organizer was to have 
the Japanese landed by the Sulan Maro 
from Roynl Roads, and they were to make 
their way. as best they could, to Sidney, 
where a steamer was to be sent — tho or- 
sanizer would arrange for the charter 
when the Sulan Maru came on to Victoria 
posing as n distressed fishing schooner. At 
Sidney, which the.v would know because of 
the maps and directions given each of the 
party, they were to remain In biding tin 
til a lamp was swung as a signal after 
nightfall, and boats would he sent to bring 
| t lie-in off to a waiting steamer, which 
1 would convey them to the Frnser river. 
I Many of the Japanese landed are old 1 sol- 
diers, "deserters, perhaps— they still wear 
j their uniforms— and they have been carry- 
ing out the march toward Sidney in true 
! niflitarv fashiou. When camp was mad'" 
i outposts were thrown, out to watch for 
the police, and with tbe outposts as "feel- 
ers' the gang has pushed Its way nearer 
the goal, minus! tho stragglers and outposts 
taken bv the authorities, toward Sidney.

It Is Interesting 1" 
note that the army biscuit which tlte party 
landed from the schooner had as rations. 
•Is marked with the crest of lhe Japanese 
commissnrlat department. 

The mate of the selioiior yesterday, In 
an Interview with a Colonist reporter, said. 
"The Sulan Marti Is a new vessel. She 
wan built at Oginohama, In North Japan, 
and this Is her first trip." 

"Hid von go lo ('upper Island. flsh'Ini: 
or sealing'/" asked the reporter. 

"No; come straight lo Victoria; never 
go north or fifty line," replied lhe mnte. 
"I don't know how much those men pay 
Olkawa; sonic say two hundred 1 yen; 1 
don't know. -Most are people say th-y 
come Frnser, work for him. lie been 
there before I no been here before; but 
come Seattle one time sailor British ship.

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Maru. Three years ago he brought twen- 
ty men from the same prefecture of North- 
ern Japan to British Columbia on one of 
the Boston Tugboat Company's steamers, 
under contract to work tor hlin In British, 
Columbia at the magnificent monthly wage 
of $7. 50 per month, from which they were 
to pay an Instalment of their passage 
'money to hi in each month. These men, 
however, when they learned from other 
Japanese as to the scale of wages In Brit- 
ish Columbia, promptly ibroke the con- 
tracts, and that venture iwao a losing one. 

On liis return to Japan, about two years 
ago, he planned a venture similar to his 
present one. He bought a Japanese schoon- 
er and collected 21K) von ($100), or portions 
of that sum, from about sixty Japanese, 
who were to have been brought to British 
Columbia. However, the police of Japan 
Interfered with this project, and Olkawa 
was arrested and haled before the saiihnn- 
sho. He was sentenced to a yeaT's Im- 
prisonment, hut appealed to the supreme 
court, which reversed the Judgment of 
the lower court, and he was freed. 

The schooner Sulan Mara was chartered, 
for the present venture and. mindful oi 
how the police had arrested hlin previous- 
ly, he planned differently. Application 
was made to the Japanese government for 
permission to take fifty Japanese on a 
deep-sea fishing cruise to the vicinity of 
Copper Islands. The permission was given 
and fiftv men were taken on board the 
Sulan Maru at Oginohamn. near Hakodate. 
When all was ready Olkawa invited the 
captain and officers of the schooner to a 
ten 'house at 0-glnobn.ma, where there were 
geisha and beer, sakl. and other refresh- 
ments, with the result that the captain, 
the mate and others became gloriously 
drunk. 

Meanwhile the crafty Oikawn had a 
number of sampan coolies In waiting and 
another thirty or more Japanese, with 
three women— the officials are exceedingly 
stringent with regard to permitting women 
to go abroad — wore smuggled oa board. 

When morning dawned, and the officers, 
with aching beads, went on hoard the 
SUlnn Maru, thev found Olkawa had pro- 
eeded them on 'hoard. He had' gone to 
secrete tile augmentation of the company 
in the hold until the vessel was at sen. 
When the schooner had cleared to sea 
with the captain, mate and others thinking 
that t here were fifty men on hoard for the 
purpose of deep-sea ■fishing, Olkawa sud- 
lentv introduced tho others and the 
women. Then the organizer asked all on 
board to sign contracts for their fares to 
Canada. 

He told them he would land thorn at 
in British Columbia, at Port 
in the north. If the wind did 
f tin-in belmr taken to Victoria, 
of the company agreed prompt- 
ly, hut others refused. Ultimately the 
majority signed contracts to pay theh 
fares by monthly Instalments for being 
• ,,'le.l in British Columbia. Meanwhile 
the schooner proceeded direct to Victoria, 
and the result is known.

them If the.v are deported, as the.v feni 
will ho. Imprisonment stares them In 
lhe' face, for they left bom, by false pre- 
tences, as It were, signing the records of 
the Kencho on bolus permitted lo »-»6»B 
deep-sea fishing for six months.

CONDITIONS IN THE 

YUKON COUNTRY 



Scope of the Big Operators De- 
fined—Day of Small Miner 
Passed 



Samuel Mortimer has just returned to 
the city after a visit to the Yukon ter- 
ritory. AVhile protesting against being 
quoted as an authority on this or any oth- 
er subject, Mr. Mortimer communicated 
in the course of a chat with a Colonist re- 
porter, much that is of genera! interest 
ia connection witli the Klondike from 
the point of view of public opinion. It 
appears that there is a good deal of 
speculation locally us regards the aim 
and object of the Klondike Mines Rail- 
way company, an English concern which 
is making a road along the Bonanza 
creek to the Dome under subsidy from 
the federal government. Some twenty- 
five miles of this road are already nom- 
inally completed anil it is understood 
that next yenr they will extend the time 
into the Stewart River country and the 
ultimate object is believed to lie a junc- 
tion with the White Pass railroad which 
appears to be the only feasible justifi- 
cation of its existence. 

The Guggenheims are reported to be 
very busy in Bonanza creek and the El 
Dorado and Col. Budd and others are 
following suit nnd there is a mania for 
dredgers there being already many more 
in order than the manufacturers can sup- 
ply and they expect to have at least 
forty or fifty running within the next 
three years. It is the generally ac- 
cepted theory that when these get to 
work there will lie a greater output of 
gold from the Klondike than ever before. 
The Guggenheimers have put in a power 



plant and arc constructing a big ditch to 
bring in the water a distance of over 
40 miles. They have had something 
like a thousand men at work this sea- 
son and it is reported they intend to 
invest about 15 millions in the place. 
They have a saw mill working in connec- 
tion with their logging camp chiefly in 
turning out material for the flames a 
timbering of the nqeduet. There is 
some intention of carrying this through 
at one stage by doing u mile of tunnel- 
ing but the idea was eventually aban- 
doned and the ditch will be carried 
through by a circuitous route instead. 
At present they are employed in. cut- 
ting the thick moss off the track in order 
to let the ground thaw out in the spring. 
The undertaking will be a long and dif- 
ficult one but will probably be completed 
next year. 

The saw mills will close down during 
winter but the work of the logging camp 
will continue and it is estimated that 
500 men will bo retained in employ- 
ments. 

All these new developments notwith- 
standing the people of Dawson do not 
appear to anticipate any very material 
advantage for it is understood thnt these 
large corporations will import on their 
own account all the.v require, including 
food supplies for their employees as, the 
quantities required being very consid- 
erable they will bo able to import it 
more cheaply than would the ordinary 
dealer and a thing that gives color to 
this impression is tho fact that the 
warehouses of the Northern Commercial 
company have, been acquired in the Gug- 
genheimer interest. It is thus feared that 
the effect upon the general business of 
the place will be the reverse of beueficial. 

Many strikes have been reported dur- 
ing the present season and various rush- 
es to the Black Hills and elsewhere have 
occurred, but, nothing of it remarkable 
nature except lhe strike on Chandelar 
river which- was followed by something 
of a stampede. 

To all appearance said Mr. Mortimer 
there is a profitable future before the 
place so far ns the big companies are 
concerned but the day of the small dig- 
ger is done.

CONSUMPTION OF COPPER. 

European Manufacturers' Demands 
Show a Largo Incmase. 

Tim nil absorbing feature of (he cop- 
per situation Insi year ami late in i'.MH, 
says the Wall Street Journal, was the 
enormous, volinne oE shipments made to 
China, mostly for speculative purposes, 
as it later developed. Thus far this 
year exports of the metal to the Orient 
have been very light. 

While actual figures of copper con- 
sumption by the ISnropenii manufactur- 
ers are unobtainable, il is well known 
that the foreign users (if the metal have 
greatly increased their productive ca- 
pacity and arc consuming millions "I 
pounds in excess of their takings of a 
year ago. .Naturally the L'uitetl Siates 
has furnished the greatest quantities. 

A glance nt the export figures would 
not immediately reveal the fact that 
shipments of copper to our best cus- 
tomers abroad are far above (inanii- 
ties last year, but nevertheless such is 
the condition, in the first eight mouths 
p£ 1905 a total of 382,975,040 pounds 
was sent from the United States, ol 
which nearly 25 per cent, or &i,78(J,240 
pounds found its way to China. 

In the corresponding period of this 
year — from January 1st I" Aug. 1st — a 
.decrease of t>8,239,3(i0 pounds to 314,- 
735,680 pounds was noted in. the tptal 
shipments, but the shipments to China 
dropped from the reconl level of l!l'l.""> 
to 3,613.120 pounds. Thus it is ob- 
served that Europe's proportionate tak- 
ings of our copper exports this year 
have considerably enlarged and in- 
creased consumption of the metal abroad 
becomes apparent. 

■ The total taken by Germany, Holland 
and France up to the first of Septem- 
ber' was 235,392,640 pounds — an increase 
of 28,04O;80t) pounds. Our other 'Euro- 
pean customers, however, have taken 
18,719,680 pounds less than a year ago. 
An excess of 17,407,040 pounds is noted, 
however, in the total taken by Europe. 
Aside from this increase there must be 
taken into consideration the 100,000,000 
or more pounds of copper sent to China 
in the eighteen mouths of activity in 
That quarter, much of which found its 
way eventually to France and England, 
while a considerable quantity was re- 
shipped to the I ' n it i>il Stales. 

The general belief among large selling 
interests is thai manufacturers using the 
greatest amounts of copper hove pretty 
well supplied their needs against orders 
hooked for the next thri ninths. [Inw- 
ever, the foreign drain upon our stocks, 
small as they are. continue, and without 
the unforeseen happens then- seems to 
he nothing in sight bin maintenance of 
strong prices for several months. 

Purchases have bpen made into tin- 
new year and there arc several enquiries' 
for February copper. 

'A number of the Lake producers arc 
known to be out of the market and the 
only supplies one of these has for Octo- 
ber is one carload. One of the large re- 
fineries on tin- Atlantic coast, producing 
about one million pounds daily, is dis- 
posing of its copper as rapidly as the 
metal is ready for consumption. This 
is said to be the condition throughout 
the entire trade. 

A representative of n large metal sell- 
ing agency, with foreign connections 

says: "Tl iionnoiis increase in copper 

consumption all over the world is, | 



believe, the direct result to n largo ex- 
lent of the pronounced growth of elec- 
tric railroad systems wnich in turn call 
for much larger quantities of trolly wire 
than here:tofare. As a natural sequence 
manufacturers in most all lines using 
copper have been forced to increase the 
productive capacity both in the United 
.Stales and abroad. I estimate the in- 
crease in this year's consumption of cop- 
per in the United States alone al fully 
Lit) per cent, while production will not 
have increased even the normal annual 
percentage. Mines all over the world 
are naturally enlarging their production, 
but the increased output will not he 
SUliVcieul to care for the world's needs. 

"China is producing barely cncingli 
Clipper for home uses, and this under 
government control, whereas the country 
undoubtedly contains some of the rich- 
est and best copper mines in the -world. 
It will not be long, in my mind, before 
more will be heard from South Ameri- 
can countries in the matter of contri- 
buting to a grenj extent to the world's 
copper requirements." 

The president of u large Michigan 
copper producing company says: "When 
consumers of .copper buy their require- 
ments so far ahead as they are now do- 
ing, it is nn indication of strong condi- 
tions in the metal market. Manufac- 
turing interests rife attempting to ob- 
tain copper for delivery as far distant as 
.February. 1 would call the .market ac- 
tive just now, judging from inquiries 1 
have received. There are many and. 
call, in some instances, for as much as 
500,000 pounds. There is no copper to 
be obtained under 10 ceuts^a pound for 
liny delivery. ' 

"The foreign market is also active. 
Electrolytic, however, is much more ex- 
tensively used than Lake, as foreigners 
are not willing to pay a quarter of u 
cent or more above the electrolytic price, 
except in certain instances.* Another ci- 
tation of strength in the metal may be 
found in the fact that a large consum- 
ing interest, always buying from a -cer- 
tain large producer, has been obliged to 
go to outside selling people to obtain 
quantities of Lake copper, owing to a 
scarcity of electrolytic." 

Amalgamated Copper interests are 
now strongly of the opinion that there 
will he no setback to the copper indus- 
try for the next eight months at least. 
So confident are they of the permanency 
of the present period of prosperity that 
they are disinclined to make contracts 
calling for delivery in the far future. A 
representative of the company explains 
thai ii dues not care in risk congesting 
its books with orders Unit il might not 
be aide to execute according to contract. 

A close Investigation of the copper 
situation shows that the growth of cop- 
per consumption over the Inst 12 months 
has been much more rapid lhan the in- 
crease in production. Not only are old 
customers aide to show increases in 
business ranging from 2o to 30 per cent, 
but new sources of consumption, which 
must he taken care of have been created. 

Commenting on the outlook, nil Amal- 
gamated interest said: "There will he no 
pronounced increase in copper produi 
Moil this year and this is known to til 
trade. Prices of copper are going ll| 
under llu' influence of a legitimate dt 
mand, and it would nol surprise me to 
see 20 cent copper before many weeks 
have elapsed. The Amalgamated Cop-

SCIENTIFIC NOTES, 

As considerable apprehension was ex- 
pressed in many quarters on the score 
of the probability of dangerously high 
temperatures prevailing In the Simplon 
tunnel, owing to the continual How 
from hot springs through the borings, 
practical and thorough tests have been 
carried out; the results obtained have 
quite dispersed all doubts as to the re- 
liability of the ventilation and atmo- 
sphere of the tunnel. A thermometer 
was placed in the carriages of the ilrst 
train sent through the tunnel, and 
this gave the following readings: At 
the northern month of the tunnel 
twelve degrees Centigrade were regis- 
tered, and during the whole journey, 
notwithstanding that the windows were 
let down, the thermometer never rose 
higher than fourteen degrees, although 
there were times when the temperature 
of the rocks was as high as fifty-two 
dgrees, which by means of ventilators 
was lowered to forty -two degrees. 

A long-sought, but still not in sight 
Invention Is that of n uotton-plcking 
machine. A ton-nillllon-bale crop costs 
$100,(100,000 merely to pick It, while the 
Ideal machine should do the work for 
$10,000,000. The dllffoulty Is not In the 
mechanical operation of the picking so 
much as In endowing the machine with 
perceptive and discriminating powers. 
The machine must be able to select the 
bolls as they are successively ripe and 
not pick Indiscriminately. Some are 
asking now what electricity has to say 
about the job. 

•Sir William Ramsay In a recent ad- 
dress said that few people realize the 
great scarcity of the raw material for 
yielding radium nor the exceedingly 
minute particles used In the experi- 
ments that have astounded the world. 
The Scientific American quotes htm as 
saying: "It Is Impossible to say whither 
the future supply of raw material is to 
come from. I believe that in America, 
carnotlte looks promising ns a basis 
for it. Cleavlte, O mineral found In 
Norway, Is also looked upon as a fav- 
orable source of supply. That there is 
no more than one-tenth of an ounce of 
this substance In existence seems be- 
yond belief at first thought. But when 
we remember that radium Is manufac- 
tured by a concentration and • crystal- 
lising process, and that It Is only ob- 
tained in the form of units Which may 
contain but a small percentage of pure 
radium, this does not seem so strange 
after all. The amount of radium salts 
even, as yet manufactured, is very 
small."

GERMAN WARSHIP BUILDING. 

The Germans themselves, says Engi- 
neering, prepared n record as to the av- 
erage, the shortest, and the longest times 
occupied in the building of battleships; 
and this showed that Hie shortest time 
taken for the building of a ship for the 
German navy was seven months longer, 
and the average time two months longer, 
than is the ease in Britain. The Ger- 
man ship's, loo, were considerably smaller 
than those constructed in this country, 
and the number of barbette guns requir- 
ing mountings was in all cirwes fewer. 
The British Admiralty have in the past 
been inclined to make modifications dur- 
ing the process of building — a change 
instilled, us a rule, by the ultimate ef- 
ficiency. In future, however, the aim 
must be the rapid completion of the 
work, so (hat the admiral of the fleet 
will have at his disposal nt the ear- 
liest moment the embodiment of Hie 
lntest ideas in naval construction suited 
for improved strategy and tactics. There 
are in Germany seven private yards with 
experience of warship work, but all of 
these are not on the battleship building 
list. Eight or ten battleships might be 
simultaneously in progress in these and 
the government works. But how rapidly 
could they be built? We do not mean 
bow soon could one ship be completed, 
but rather what is the average period? 
A distinguished Gorman writer, Grafen 
B. Reventlow, in a recent publication, 
enters into a careful consideration of 
the possibilities of reducing the time, 
giving information from all the warship 
builders. The majority of the firms, 
continues Engineering, expressed them- 
selves as capable of constructing a bat- 
tleship or nrmoured cruiser in from twen- 
ty-four to thirty months, but in several 
instances this is coupled with the qual- 
ification — provided the armor-plate and 
gun factories can supply the material as 
soon as required, and that there is no 
delay in the provision of complete plans, 
or hindrance due to modification. It 
must be understood that these times are 
what may be termed irresponsible esti- 
mates, and probably do not err on the 
si'le of excess. It may be taken, there- 
fore, that In the most favorable circum- 
stances twenty-seven to thirty months 
will be required for the completion of n 
large German battleship, even if only 
two are ordered each year: and there is 
no reason why the British ship should 
not bo completed in eighteen months.

No Change in Situation at Fernic —

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is bringing In i wo carloads of 
coal per day for coaling purposes. So 
far l here has not been any serious 
shortage for domestic purposes, but 
there is no certainty or the supply 
keeping up. 

The Granby smelter, which before 
the strike was securing from 300 to 
400 tons of coke dally from the Crow's 
Nest Pass Coal Company, will not be 
forced to close down, as Manager 
Hodges has arranged for a supply of 
coke from the mines In the Pass and 
from eastern companies sufficient to 
keep thi' smelter running full blast. 
The high price of copper enables the 
company to pay the extra price for 
coke, the conditions being much more 
favorable than during the last Ferule 
strike.

WATERWORKS 
PURPOSES. 



Whercim, a petition under Section 60 of 
the .Municipal Clauses Act has been pro- 
srnled to the Municipal Council or the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, signed 
by the owners of more than one-tenth c»f 
the value of the real property In the City 
of Victoria as shown by the last revised 
assessment roll, requesting the said Council 
to introduce n It.v-Law to raise the sum of 
$300,000 by way of loan upon the credit, of 
tlie Corporation wherewith lo Improve t3}8 
wiitorvvorkM system, namely: by laying n new 
21-lncli steel mum to connect tlie existing 
IM-lneh main wllh the hike, hv TC-construet- 
Ing. with cast-iron pipes, the distribution 
system; by constructing an elevated-tnak 
of 100,000 gallons between Itocklaml aventia 
(Belcher street) and St. Charles street: by 
denning the hike and surroundings; which 
said sum of $300,000 Includes a 'proposed ex- 
penditure for measuring collectible water 
In the 'Highland wat erslied, and nn allow- 
ance for contingencies. 

And Whereas, the Council desire lo give 
effert to such petition in manner herein- 
after appearing. 

And Whereas, hv By-Law No. lfll (the 
$17,000 Waterworks Loan By-Law, l«0t$) 
the mini or $17,1X10 is directed to be raised 
upon Hie security nf the water rates or 
charges for the purpose of cleaning Elk and 
Beaver Lakes, fencing portion of Elk Lake 
nnd measuring collectible water in .the 
Highlands watershed which . works nr? In- 
cluded In the works herein recited, and it 
Is Intended to repay out of the proceeds of 
the debentures hereinafter authorized any 
moneys raised under the provisions of s-nlit 
By-Law No. lfll from tlie Bank of British 
North America In anticipation of the snle 
of the debentures ant horlzed by and Issued 
under the said By-Law No. 401, and tlint 
from nnd after such repayment Ihe pro- 
visions of the said By-Law shall cease to b* 
effective.

3. The said debentures shall boar date 
of the day after the final passing of this 
By-Law, and shall be m.uie payable In 
twenty-five years from .said date at such 
place either in t,he Dominion of Canada! 
Great Britain, or the Cnlted States of Am- 
erica, us umy be designated thereon, and 
shall have attached to them coupons for 
the payment of Interest, and the signatures 
to the Interest coupons amy he cither writ- 
ten, stamped, printed or lithographed. 

4. The said debentures sh.ull bear in- 
terest at the rate of four per cent, per nn- 
tmm from the date thereof, wMch interest 
shall be payable half yearly tut such place 
either in the Dominion of Canada, Great 
Britain, or the United Stntes of America, a-, 
amy be expressed in the debenture nnd 
coupon. 

5. It shall be lawful for the snld Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and 1 interest 
coupons, clf.her or both, to ho mnde pay- 
able at such place cither In the Dominion 
of Canada, Great Britain, or the United 
tnes of America, as may lie desired. 

0. It shall he lawful for Hie Mayor of 
the said Corporation to dispose of the said,
